The abrupt and inglorious termination of the hegira

(liight of the foreign Ministers), so sudden and unexpect
(illy brought about by their return to Jeddo, left Kana-
gawa in a state of primitive nothingness The excite¬
ment while the legations were here made business
lively; but now there is neither business nor material
for gossip.
The land question, however, came* up, and for two or

three weeks there were lively times, till the American
Minister, as he always does, got to windward of her Bri¬
tannic Majesty a Envoy, and the matter has been definitely
settled. So now, Mioawber like, everybody is waiting
lor aonethtng to turn up.
Not the least ofllctsl act has been done by the foreign

ministers, and up to this time not even an audience has
bean had with the Minister of State since their return to
Jeddo
Whether social intercourse between the foreign repre

sentatives will be resumed is doubtful, although it is
quite likely that it will.

Since my last I have learned some important facts con¬
cerning the two conferences which took place between
the foreign representatives on the 19lh and 'diet of Janu¬
ary, at the residence of the Bi it.sh Minister.
The first conference which took place was for devising

means for the protection of foreigners, and to discuss the
subject of the simultaneous withdrawal of the foreign
representatives from Jeddo, to take up their residence
at Yokohama At the first conference, Mr. Harris with
ail the other fore'gn representatives, was present, and
after an claboiute discussion of Japanese affairs, the
withdrawal of the foreign legations was further dis¬
cussed by the English and French Ministers, when Mr.
Harris stated most emphatically that he would not leave
Jeddo Before the conference broke up, as the story goes,
a record of the proceedings was to be made up, and on
tlcnday, the 21st, an ther conference was to take plate,cot for any further discussion, but simply to sign the
record.(ccm/tte rendu).attestation of its correctness by
all the members present. Mr. Harris told tnem that be
could not he presett. giving as his reason that he
bad an engagement to nice', a party of Japanese officials
on that day and hour, adding, moreover, that there was
no need for fits being present, except to repeat or re
attirm what he had already stated.that if lie was not
there at the apjicinted time uot to wait
At the next conference the proceedings commenced by

tbe British Minister offering a compte rendu of the first
conference, which, on motion of the French Charged'Atthlres, was accepted. Had further discussion been
adhered to, according to agreement, and the enmpterm>v,if correctly made up, presented to Mr. Harris, he would
have signed It; but instead of adhering to their agree¬
ment "not to renew discussion," proceedings were
reopened, and a long dh '.ussion took place in Mr. Hams'
absence, cccupying some forty five folios.

It was the record of the second conference, embodying
tbe proceedings of tlie first, that Mr Harris refused to
sign, upon tbe ground that he was not there consequent¬
ly ooula not ceitify to the correctness of the proceedings.Tbe c&rnpUtmsdv of tbe two conferences, when made up
and prts^Kl to Mr Harris to sign, occuiuod 1C5 tool-
cap pagctTBR's document the American Minister refused
to sign, not only tor the reasons already stated, but others
which 1 shall state hereafter.

In the cc*tt]4e rendu the American government is cfiarg
ed with falsehood and duplicity in obtaining their treaty
with Japan. It is stated that the American Ccmmcdorc,
Tatualt, commanding the Chinese forces, when lying on tbe
I'd ho, in the vicinity of the Allies, heard of the victory at
Tien tsin; that up went his dag, and he, with bis squadron,
proceeded with all possible despatch to Japan. Then it
mss, under menace of the Allies coming to Japan, and as
lord Elgin expressed it, "the sound of booming cannon,"
the American treaty was extorted under promise of as
sistarce frrm the United States government to repel sn
Allied invasion of their country.
Another excitement has commenced, caused by the late

rrw and murder of s^me half dozen Chinamen and Ja
panose at the Grand Kangaroo, a sort of Five Points or
Water street part of the Japanese town. The ai-sasnius
are said to he a party of discarded followers of one of the
Himlos, hostile to the government. A large additional
force of Ysckonices have been put on duty here in Yoka
htm*, »Dd foreigners have received addtttoual warning
to keep within doors after dark. This, like alt excite
monts. is Japanese humbug, done to frighten and keep
away foreigners It is done regularly every four or five
wet ks by the government.
